TWIN FALLS — A Jerome woni.*ui will 
spend at least Tour yeaTs'iii pritiun foV the ve- 
hicular mansluughler of her iwu nieci.-s the 
day after Christmas 15)87. 

"Your driving cuhduct ... was ubsolulely 
outrageous," .'>th District -fudge Daniel Hurl- 
butt told 34-yeiir-o)d Rose Phillips bbniduy. 

Hurlbutl sentenced Phillips to a mrniimitii 
of four -and a maximum of seven ye 


hii' iiiiiit.tl.fiil'ir 
ter after a sentencing. hearing Monday, nie 
mnxinuim sentence was seven years for each 
count. 

In .July, n jury convicted Phillip^ of both 


charges after an emuliotuil, three-day trial. 

Maria ^rv.'irez Phillips, 17, and Jamy Day- 
lene .lolinstoii, 13, died in the, accident nenr

Lakes' Avenue. Phillips, dri%’lng north at 
ii'e.'irly 70 inph, lost control of her car on a 
curve just after crossing Rock Creek. 

Her c:ir hit a power pole iind went airborne 
twice Itefore coming to a stop. 

Phillips testified at her trial that she was 
.sipping tequila from a hoUle before the aeci- 
dunt. A hlood-alcohol lest .sliowed a result of

Itoth sentences will run at the same time. 
Phillips will qualify fur parole no sooner than 
August 15)5)2, when.she will he 38 years old. 
The mother of one of the dead teen-agers

Thai's the response 
from police lo just-released 
statistics showing nn increase in 
local compliance with Idaho's 
seat bell law. 

The' June 19H7 to June 1988 
study, released by the Idaho 
Safety Restraint Coalition, con- 
cludes that 23-8 percent of Magic 
Valley travelers buckle up — a 5 
percent increase from l.nstycnr 

■'Were pleased with the in- 
crease, hut obviously we're not 
satisfied," snid David Neal, a 
lieutenant wilh the 'Idaho Stnt\: 


Police in IVin Falls. *We wanted 
lo get it up to 40.or 50 percent, so 
we're only about halfway there." 

However, of greater encourage- 
ment to police is. the fact that 
area compliance has jumped 7 
percent in the past three months 
alone, after a dip in previous 
months. 

Little more than three months ' 
ago. in AprilrlSP officers began 
actively enforcing the seat belt 
law rather than writing, warning 
tickets. Ncu! believes the timing 
is no coincidence. 

"I think we can say the in- 
crease has definitely been due lo 
our enforcement cfTort-s," he said.- 


Statewide. ISP officers hove 
written more than 500 tickets 
since the get-tough policy was 
launched. TTc fine is only $5, but 
court costs push- the total price 
tag to $20.50. 

TTo Magic Valley's three- 
month jump was the highest in 
the state, Neal said. Next highest 
was the Boise area, at 6 pcrccnt,-- 
followed by the Cocur d'AJcnc re-, 
gion nt 3 percent.
